It is extremely simple, and thousands, 
of people use it to baffle folka who take 
an interest in the contents of post- 
cards. 


To use it all you have to do is to cut 


a few oblong holes in a blauU post- 
card, place it over the postcard you 
mean to write on and write your mes- 
sage in'the holes. Then take the upper 
card oft' and write some natural read- 
ing sentences round the cipher words.
